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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues in essence that prior art of record (Ito) does not suggest or disclose 
processing the image signal based on the picture element density of the original image. 
The Examiner disagrees and indicates Ito's invention clearly disclose a transformation 
functions defining parameters for the transformation functions on the basis of both the 
picture element intensity (brightness resolution, i.e., pixel values) and picture element 
density (spatial resolution) of the original image (Figure 1, spatial and optical resolution 
transformation; Formulas 1-3; Page 2, Lines 37-59, Page 3, Lines 1-22; Formula 6; 
Figures 2- 4, Page 8, Lines 20-51 (Signals Bk in Figures 2 and 4 are derived from pixels' 
density (spatial resolution) transformation); Page 10, Lines 53-59, Page 11, Lines 1-19. 
Sproc or the signal obtained from the frequenc^^emphasis processing (transformed 
signal) is a function of Sorg or original image signal that indicates the image density as 
described in Page 3, Lines 8-22.). 

Regarding Applicant's arguments concerning Claims 3, 10 and 17, fn functions 
depicted in Figure 51 (referred to in Page 25, Lines 28-310 are non-linear functions. 

Regarding Applicant's arguments concerning Claims 108, 1 1 1 and 114, Column 
3, Lines 15-32 of "Ito '447" discloses conversion of radiation image recorded on a 
stimulable phosphor sheet to electric image signals. The electronic image signals 
information (pixels' information) include both the picture element intensity (brightness 
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resolution, i.e., pixel values) and picture element density (spatial resolution), as 
disclosed in Figures 4-7 of "Ito '447" and similar figures in "Ito EP-0766 202". 
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
